TAFT IS TO IGNORE FACTIONS 


Gueira Tells Palma That Unless lu- 


trenchment Work Stops He'll 


Break Truce. 


(By Jacob Waldeck.) 


Havana, Sept. 33—The big ques- 


tion now forming in 
Cuba is 
not 


whether ^he United States 
govern- 


ment shall intervene to restore peace, 
but in what form 
the intervention 


will be offered. 


Secretary Taft has received state- 


ments from all factions that indicate 
that no . agreement 
can possibly be 


reached that would leave the _island 
government wholly in Cuban hands. 
American officials, hitherto optimistic 
over the prospects of securing peace 
and restoring tlie Palma government, 
are now convinced that only the good 
offices of Uncle Sam can save the isl- 
and from continued turmoil, and an 
uncertain political future. 
Taft has 


received statements from Capote rep- 
resenting the government's view of 
the situation and from Zayas setting 
out the attitude of the rebels, 
and 


none give hope of compromise. 


Officials of the Palma government 


threaten that if the American repre- 
sentatives order new elections the en- 
tire responsibility of conducting the 
government temporarily and^ananag- 
ing 
the elections will be thrown on 


their hands. 


One proposed solution of the diffi- 


culty is to continue the Palma govern- 
ment with assurances to the revolu- 
tionists that, if possible, their rights 
will hereafter, be fully observed. Tf 
this proposition is accepted 
by the 


rebels, the consummation of the plan 
would require an American direction 
of the Palma administration. 
This 


• would be in effect a provisional Am- 
erican government.

ignore both factions and appoint a 
commission 
of 
natives to devise a 


solution, to be enforced by Americans. 
It is a debatable question whether a 
plan 
generally acceptable can be 


formed. 
The news of General Funs- 


ton's coming is resented by some of 
the Cuban veterans. 


Island traffic is nearly suspended, 


and commercial interests are suffer- 
ing greatly. 
The revolutionists are 


massing an army of 7,000 men on the 
boundary of Havana province. 
Com- 


mander Guerra has notified the gov- 
ernment troops that unless they stop 
throwing up intrenchments, he will 
break the truce. 


The danger of clashes there and 


elsewhere has been recognized 
for 


several days and Taft has given notice 
that if a battle occurs the result will 
be very serious, and will undoubtedly 
mean immediate occupation by Amer- 
ican military forcese.

PLANS FOR INVASION. 


Washington, Sept. 22—Some of the 


details of the military plans for the 
invasion of Cuba should such a step 
become necessary were made known 
this morning. It is announced

a number of merchant lines for trans- 
portation of troops 
under charter. 


Unless a very

not be necessary to use the commer- 
cial ships. The department has at its 
disposal sixteen first and second class 
harbor boats along the Atlantic coast.

Fatalities Will Not Be Less 
Than 


twelve While 200 Were Hurt, Some 
of Them Seriously — Damage Esti- 
mated at $500,000 — Several Build- 
ings Completely Wrecked. 


Jellico, Ky., Sept. 22. — There can 


always be something to talk about in 
this town, divided as it is by a state 
line, and now divided in opinion as 
to what was the real cause of the 
dynamite explosion at the Southern 
railway depot, but there can be no 
doubt as to the disastrous results of 
the explosion. 
The loss of life will 


be not less than 12, and the aggregate 
damage will be fully $500,000. 


Two causes are assigned 
for the 


explosion. 
One is that three parties 


were shooting at a mark on the car 
and that a bullet entered the car 
and caused the explosion. The other 
is that while the car was standing on 
a sidetrack a carload of pig iron was 
switched against it and that the im- 
past caused the explosion. 


Among the buildings totally destroy-, 


ed were the Armour company's ware- 
house; the Jung Brewing company's 
warehouse; Pinnacle Brewing compa- 
ny's warehouse; oil tank and ware- 
house of Kentucky Consumers' Oil 
company, and the Standard Oil com- 
pany's warehouse. 
Beside the two 


damaged hotels, the Jellico Furniture 
company's building collapsed and the 
stock of the Smith Dry Goods com- 
pany was practically ruined, although 
the building which it occupied, the 
Cumberland opera house, the finest 
structure in Jellico, escaped with lit- 
tle damage. Fully 20 other firms sus- 
tained damages. 


Jellico is on Tennessee-Kentucky 


line, about 60 miles from Knoxville, 
the main business portion of the town 
being on the Tennessee side. The ex- 
plosion was on the Kentucky side.

Manheim, Germany, Sept. 22—To 


come up for discussion at the annual

party which begins here tomorrow 
will be the question of whether a gen- 
eral strike shall be called throughout 
Germany. 
There has been a strong 


demand from a considerable sectiou 
of the party that instead of spending 
•ear after year in tedious political 
agitation without much visible effect, 
the 
socialist party should bring the 


entire industry of the country to a 
standstill through a 
general strike, 


thus paralyzing the forces of law and 
order with 
one 
blow. 
A generai 


strike, they argue, maintained for a 
sufficient time would give the social- 
ists a chacce to dictate .terms to the 
Kaiser. The entire miltary forces of 
the empire, they declare, 
would be 


powerless against such a movement. 
Over three million votes were polled 
by the socialists in the last election, 
so the conference tomorrow may be 
regarded as voicing the sentiment of 
the solid phalanx of 
three million 


German citizens. 
This means one in 


every three voting male 
adults in " 


German is desirous of dethroning the 
Kaiser and establishing a democratic 
republic organized on socialistic lines. 
The closest attention is paid by the 
Berlin officials to the doings in the 
socialistic conferences and the Kaiser 
himself reads the reports with keen, 
if angry, interest.

Sept. 26 in the criminal division of tie 
state court and show why he should 
not direct the issuance of a warrant 
for the arrest of Joseph F. Smith, 
president of the Mormon church, on 
a charge of sustaining unlawful rela- 
tions with one of his five wives. 


The citation was issued on the peti- 


tion of Charles Mostyn Owen, who 
has been active in gathering testi- 
mony against Senator Smoot in the 
proceedings before the United States 
senate committee on privileges and 
elections. Sept. 11 Owen appeared 
before a justice of the peace and 
swore to a complaint making a statu- 
tory charge against Smith based upon

Schwartz Smith, the Mormon presi- 
dent's fifth wife, at her home.

not be issued except on the approval 
of the county attorney.

INTERVENTION 


(Continued from Page 1.) 


Talt began negotiations to harmonize 
the opposing factions. 


The arrival here of three of the 


largest United States battleships and 
two cruisers in addition to those al- 
ready here had little effect on the in- 
surgents in the field, and when the 
leaders of the revolution were ap- 
prised of the big squadron now in 
Cuban waters they greeted the infor- 
mation with Spanish expressions to 
the effect that "they can not come to 
the bush." 


The arrival of c the United States 


squadron was a spectacular and im- 
pressive feature of the day, and the 
presence of the warships suggests evi- 
dences of intervention. 


Taft and Bacon have practically 


abandoned hope of finding a middle 
ground, and fear . that a decision in 
favor of either side would result in no 
more than temporary tranquillity for 
the island. It is their belief that oc- 
cupation is the only way to end the 
civil warfare, and-it is not denied that 
intervention must be followed by sov- 
ereignty.

CONDITIONS^ IN CUBA. 


I ntervention Wanted to Restore Order, 


Followed by Annexation. 


Washington, Sept. 22.— On account 


of the obstacles in the way of Secre- 
tary Taft's negotiations at Havana, 
great desire is manifest here to know 
the true condition of affairs in Cuba. 


The whole situation is summed up 


in the statement that every body, in- 
dividual or corporation, domestic or 
foreign, wants intervention to restore 
order, .and then annexation to pre- 
serve it. 


The straits to which the govern-" 


ment has been reduced in meeting the 
emergency is illustrated by the fact 
that in order to get sufficient funds 
to carry on its program of defense 
money is being spent without regard 
to legal restrictions. Any money 
available is being used regardless of 
the purpose for which it was appro- 
priated. 


Advices received here of a most au- 


thentic origin positively assert that 
the present insurrection can last in- 
definitely because of the fact that nei- 
ther the insurgents nor the govern- 
ment is able to overthrow the other. 
All business interests, it is declared, 
want intervention, while the insur- 
gents are opposed to it because they 
want offices, wliich intervention would 
not bring. Trade is dead. Six weeks 
more of the present state of affairs, it 
is stated, will mean ruin for the to- 
bacco crop and immense loss in the 
next sugar crop. 


According to information received 


here the insurrectos are without any 
military organization. They operate 
in "gangs"' which, it is stated, is the 
best way for their purpose and for the 
end they have in view. They practi- 
cally are without money and obtain 
their subsistence off the 
country, 


where the great majority of the people 
sympathize with them.

St. Paul, Minn., Sept. 22.—In his 


efforts to determine for the shippers,
